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Measles Eradication Underway 


COUNTY TO GIVE SHOTS THIS MONTH 


The Coffee County 
He alth Department in co- 
Operation with the Coffee 
County Medical Society will 
conduct a mass measles 
vaccine program in the 
county on January 24, 25 
and 26th, Dr. GC, D, Mc» 
Leod, County Health Of- 
ficer, stated that this would 
be part of a nationwide 
measles eradication pros 
gram, Without this type 
program, Dr, Mcleod con- 
tinued, projections through 
1974 show that the accumu- 
lated number of measles 
cases will top 7,000,000, 
During the same period 
of time, as a result of 
measles * complications, 
there will be about 7,400 
of encephalitis, 2,300 cases 
of mental retardation and 
some 730 deaths. With 
mass immunization pro- 
wrams, the accumulated 
number of measles cases 
during the next ten years 
could he reduced by 90%, 
And by 1969 encephalitis, 
mental retardation and 
death due to measles could 
be virtually eliminated, All 
children from 12 months 
of age through the six grade 
of school are eligible for 
free vaccine, 

Children that have al- 
ready had red measles or 
the measles vaccine are 
adequately immunized and 
do not need additional pro- 
tection, however, red or 
seven day measles should 
not be confused with small 
three day measles, If there 
iX any doubt as to the type 


ifitasies a child has had, 
it is recommended that 
they take the vaccine, 


Children should not have 
the vaccine that are sick 
with a fever, allergic to 
eggs or epg products or 
under treatment for some 
chronic disease, 


Several specially 
trained teams from the 
State Health Department 


will work with local health 
nurses inadministering the 
vaccine. Hypospray inject- 
or puns will be employed 
during the program which 
will eliminate the use of 


needle and syringes and 
make the entire operation 
much faster and less paine 
ful to the child, Arrange- 
ments have been made with 
the City and County Super- 
intendendents of Education 
to vaccinate school child- 
ren from their classrooms, 
Dr. Mcleod emphasized 
the fact, however, that no 
child would receive the 
vaccine without a signed 
permission slip from their 
parents or SURE EN Par-

More Than Half of the 
children who have measles 
suffer some form of brain 
involvement, as indicated 
by adnormal electroen+ 
cephaloyraphs taken during 
the course of the disease, 
Though the Eggs go back 
to normal when the child- 
ren have recovered from 
the measles, researchers 
do not know what interior 
changes may have taken 
place before the return to 
normal, 

It is recommended that 
all children be yaccinated 
as early as possible since 
almost half of the measles 
cases occur in children 
under five. The measles 
vaccine does not interfere 
with the ‘‘baby shots’’-- 
Diphtheria - Whooping 
Cough - Tetanus, However 
there should be at least 
a 14-day interval between 
the measles vaccination 
and oral polio (Sabin) or 
smallpox vaccination, 

Although measles vac- 
cines have heen available 
for more than three years, 
only 12 million children 
have been vaccinated; most 
of them under the age of 
two. 

Another 12 Million 
Children Must Be Vaccin- 
ated if measles is to be 
eradicated. According to 
the U, S, Public Health 
Service, measles could be 
eliminated within two years 
if the children of suscep- 
tible age were vaccinated,

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A Florida conservation aide 
to Governor Claude Kirk pre- 
dicted Monday that Florida will 
have a worse drought this year 
than in 1967, 

Nat Reed said the Central 
and South Florida Flood Control 
District which manages the re- 
sources from Lake Okeechobee 
south to the vast Everglades 
National Park, has put farmers 
on notice to conserve water, 

And the state board of con- 
servation has been notified 
‘quitely’? by inter-office memo 
of the impending problems to 
agricultural and wildlife in- 
terests in the region, he said, 

But Reed said farmers and 
wild animals may suffer less 
from the coming drought than 
they did during last year’s un- 
usually severe dry spell ir 
the swamps, 

He said his predictions are 
based on the fact that water 
levels are lower now than wher 
the state entered the serious 
dry period a year ago, 

The average level in Lake 
Okeechobee at mean sea level 
Monday was 13,57 feet, he said, 
down from 13,68 feet last week 
even though there was prolonged 
rainfall in some areas of Flor- 
ida during the past seven days, 

Reed said the average depth 
of Lake Okeechobee, the state’s 
natural reservoir, a year ago 
was 14,70 feet. 

This puts the lake about 1.8 
feet shallower than it should 
be at this season, he said. 

Conservation areas one and 
two in palm Beach and Broward 
Counties are nearly a foot be- 
low schedule, he said, and con- 
servation area three in West 
Broward is about a half-foot 
low, 

The dry season runs roughly 
from January to May, the cone 
servation aide said, and it coin- 
cides with the breeding season 
for many swamp animals.

the taxpayer’s household 
for the entire taxable year, 
or he closely related tothe 
taxpayer, 

In determining, whether 
chief support was furnished 
for the dependent, itis nec- 
essary to take into conside 
eration all funds used for 
the support of the indivi- 
dual, includiny, nontaxable 
items, For example, social 
security benefits, unem- 
ployment compensation, 
etc,, used for the indivi- 
dual’s support, while net 
taxable. income, must he 
taken into consideration in 
d&terminins, who furnished 
Met support.

COASTAL BERMUDA 

What an opportunity we 
have to put in large acre« 
ages of Coastal Bermuda 
grass! Coastal ts without 
any reservation one of the 
finest grazing and hay 
crops that has ever been 
developed, A lot of folks 
like Sam Paschal of Enter- 
prise, O, V, Rhoades of 
Route One, Kinston, John 
Asher of Route One, Elba, 
and dozens of other folks 
are well pleased with their 
Coastal Bermuda, 

Since we aren’t planting 
as many acres of cotton 
and corn as we once did, 
Coffee County farmers will 
have more time to put on 
pasture improvement, Two 
or three people in the Wire- 
grass will plant Coastal 
Bermuda for so much per 
acre or you could always 
get the sprigs and plant 
them yourself, 

Incidentally, for those 
who have had Coastal for a 
number of years, it might 
be good to soil test again 
if it hasn’t heen done re- 
cently. 


GARDEN TOMATOES 

Dr. W.H. Greenleaf of 
the Department of Horti- 
culture worked several 
years developing the At- 
kinson tomato, This is a 
new variety and it has been 
descrived as a ‘‘dream 
come ture’’ for tomato fan- 
ciers, The Atkinson variety 
is resistent to root knot 
nematode and Fusarium 
wilt, Greenleaf put in 8 
years of research in the 
Department of Horticul- 
ture, The Atkinson tomato 
has a complex heritage, 
but it all adds up to a good 
quality tomato and one that 
ought to produce for Coffee 
County home gardeners, Its 
fruit is larger than most 
varieties, weighing up to 
a pound but averaging from 
three - tenths to one-half 
pound, Check with your 
plant dealer if you want to 
get some of these plants, 


FARM TRACTOR SAFETY 
Two farm tractors were 


bb 


deliberately up-set in an 
interesting demonstration 
in Nebraska back in the 
fall, The tractors were 
identical, but one had a 
protective frame anda seat 
belt. Adummy was mounted 
on each tractor to show 
the effects of a roll-over, 
The tractors were sent 
along a small roadway by 
remote control and then 
made to turn off an ene 
bankment, The speed atthe 
time of over-turn was about 
ten miles per hour, The 
unprotected tractor rolled 
over and crushed the 
dummy beneath, The trace 
tor with operator protect- 
ion came to a rest on its 
side, its roll being limited 
by its frame. The dummy 
was securely held by the 
seat helt, also untouched 

The Extension safety 
specialist at the University 
of Nebraska was in charge 
of this demonstration, The 
aim was to show farmers 
that operator protection 
can save lives and reduce 
injuries, What about your 
safety program?

The American hbread-

come rose seven per cent, 
the increase in food costs 
was about four per cent. 

The report also stated 
that the outlook for 1968 is 
for continued expansion of 
both food expenditures and

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Measles Eradication Underway 


COUNTY TO GIVE SHOTS THIS MONTH 


SoThne Coffee County 
H€alth Department in co- 
operation with the Coffee 
County Medical Society will 
conduct a mass measles 
vaccine program in the 
county on January 24, 25 
and 26th, Dr, C, D, Mce 
Leod, County Health Of- 
ficer, stated that this would 
be part of a nationwide 
measles eradication pro- 
gram, Without this type 
program, Dr, Mcl.eod con- 
tinued, projections through 
1974 show that the accumu 
lated number of measles 
cases will top 7,000,000, 
During the same _ period 
of time, as a result of 
measles ' complications, 
there will be about 7,400 
of encephalitis, 2,300 cases 
of mental retardation and 
some 730 deaths. With 
mass immunization pro- 
wams, the accumulated 
numher of measles cases 
during the next ten years 
could be reduced by 90%, 
And by 1969 encephalitis, 
mental retardation and 
death due to measles could 
be virtually eliminated, All 
children from 12 months 
of age through the six grade 
of school are eligible for 
free vaccine, 

Children that have ale. 
ready had red measles or 
the measles vaccine are 
adequately immunized and 
do not need additional pro- 
tection, however, red or 
seven day measles should 
not be confused with small 
three day measles, If there 
is; any doubt as to the type 
measles a child has had, 
it is recommended that 
they take the vaccine. 
Children should not have 
the vaccine that are sick 
with a fever, allergic to 
eggs or egg products or 
under treatment for some 
chronic disease, 

Several specially 
trained teams from the 
State Health Department 
will work with local health 
nurses in administering the 
vaccine. Hypospray inject- 
or guns will be employed 
during the program which 
will eliminate the use of 
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needle and syringes and 
make the entire operation 
much faster and less pain- 
ful to the child, Arrange- 
ments have been made with 
the City and County Super- 
intendendents of Education 
to vaccinate school child- 
ren from their classrooms, 
Dr. Mcleod emphasized 
the fact, however, that no 
child would receive the 
vaccine without a signed 
permission slip from their 
parents or guardian, Par- 
ents with pre-school child- 
ren.are encouraged to take 
their children to the neare 
est school scheduled in 
their community,

More Than Half of the 
children who have measles 
suffer some form of brain 
involvement, as indicated 
by adnormal electroen- 
cephalographs taken during 
the course of the disease, 
Though the Eggs go back 
to normal when the child- 
ren have recovered from 
the measles, researchers 
do not know what interior 
changes may have taken 
place before the return to 
normal, 

It is recommended that 
all children be vaccinated 
as early as possible since 
almost half of the measles 
cases occur in children 
under five, The measles 
vaccine does not interfere 
with the ‘‘baby shots’’-- 
Diphtheria - Whooping 
Cough ~- Tetanus, However 
there should be at least 
a 14-day interval between 
the measles vaccination 
and oral polio (Sabin) or 
smallpox vaccination, 

Although measles vac- 
cines have been available 
for more than three years, 
only 12 million children 
have been vaccinated; most 
of them under the age of 
two. 

Another 12 Million 
Children Must Be Vaccine 
ated if measles is to be 
eradicated. According to 
the U, S, Public Health 
Service, measles could he 
eliminated withintwo years 
if the children of suscep- 
tible age were vaccinated,

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Measles Eradication Underway 


COUNTY TO GIVE SHOTS THIS MONTH 


SoThne Coffee County 
H€alth Department in co- 
operation with the Coffee 
County Medical Society will 
conduct a mass measles 
vaccine program in the 
county on January 24, 25 
and 26th, Dr, C, D, Mce 
Leod, County Health Of- 
ficer, stated that this would 
be part of a nationwide 
measles eradication pro- 
gram, Without this type 
program, Dr, Mcl.eod con- 
tinued, projections through 
1974 show that the accumu 
lated number of measles 
cases will top 7,000,000, 
During the same _ period 
of time, as a result of 
measles ' complications, 
there will be about 7,400 
of encephalitis, 2,300 cases 
of mental retardation and 
some 730 deaths. With 
mass immunization pro- 
wams, the accumulated 
numher of measles cases 
during the next ten years 
could be reduced by 90%, 
And by 1969 encephalitis, 
mental retardation and 
death due to measles could 
be virtually eliminated, All 
children from 12 months 
of age through the six grade 
of school are eligible for 
free vaccine, 

Children that have ale. 
ready had red measles or 
the measles vaccine are 
adequately immunized and 
do not need additional pro- 
tection, however, red or 
seven day measles should 
not be confused with small 
three day measles, If there 
is; any doubt as to the type 
measles a child has had, 
it is recommended that 
they take the vaccine. 
Children should not have 
the vaccine that are sick 
with a fever, allergic to 
eggs or egg products or 
under treatment for some 
chronic disease, 

Several specially 
trained teams from the 
State Health Department 
will work with local health 
nurses in administering the 
vaccine. Hypospray inject- 
or guns will be employed 
during the program which 
will eliminate the use of 
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needle and syringes and 
make the entire operation 
much faster and less pain- 
ful to the child, Arrange- 
ments have been made with 
the City and County Super- 
intendendents of Education 
to vaccinate school child- 
ren from their classrooms, 
Dr. Mcleod emphasized 
the fact, however, that no 
child would receive the 
vaccine without a signed 
permission slip from their 
parents or guardian, Par- 
ents with pre-school child- 
ren.are encouraged to take 
their children to the neare

there should be at least 
a 14-day interval between 
the measles vaccination 
and oral polio (Sabin) or 
smallpox vaccination, 

Although measles vac- 
cines have been available 
for more than three years, 
only 12 million children 
have been vaccinated; most 
of them under the age of 
two. 

Another 12 Million 
Children Must Be Vaccine 
ated if measles is to be 
eradicated.

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Florida Drought Predicted 


A Florida conservation aide 
to Governor Claude Kirk pre- 
dicted Monday that Florida will 
have a worse drought this year 
than in 1967, 

Nat Reed said the Central 
and South Florida Flood Control 
District which manages the re- 
sources from Lake Okeechobee 
south to the vast Everglades 
National Park, has put farmers 
on notice to conserve water, 

And the state board of cone 
servation has been notified 
‘quitely’’ by inter-office memo 
of the impending problems to 
agricultural and wildlife in- 
terests in the region, he said, 

But Reed said farmers and 
wild animals may suffer less 
from the coming drought than 
they did during last year’s une 
usually severe dry spell ip 
the swamps. 

He said his predictions are 
based on the fact that water 
levels are lower now than wher 
the state entered the serious 
dry period a year ago, 

The average level in Lake 
Okeechobee at mean sea level 
Monday was 13,57 feet, he said, 
down from 13,68 feet last week 
even though there was prolonged 
rainfall in some areas of Flor- 
ida during the past seven days, 

Reed said the average depth 
of Lake Okeechobee, the state’s 
natural reservoir, a year ago 
was 14,70 feet. 

This puts the lake about 1,8 
feet shallower than it should 
be at this season, he said. 

Conservation areas one and 
two in palm Beach and Broward 
Counties are nearly a foot bey 
low schedule, he said, and con- 
servation area three in West 
Broward is about a half-foot 
low, 

The dry season runs roughly 
from January to May, the con- 
servation aide said, and it coin- 
cides with the breeding season 
for many swamp animals.
